Obituary 


Mr. HARRY R. LEWIS. 


We regret to announce that Mr. Harry Reginald Lewis paseed 
away on Monday, after a long illness, at his residence, 11, Upper 
Phillimore Gardens, Kensington. 
The deceased, who was in his 
sixty-ninth year, was the eldest 
son of the late Mr. Frederic H: 
Lewis, Barrister-at-Law, and a 
nephew of the late Sir George 
Lewis, Bart.. the well-known 
Solicitor. As a youth, he attended 
University Coll-ge School, and 
later took his B.A. degree with 
honours in English at University 
College, London. Subsequently, 
Mr. Lewis joined his uncle's firm as 
a Solicitor, and set up practice 
later with Mr. H. R. Yglesias. 
attaining a high standard in the 
legal profession. Mr. Lewis took 
an active part in communal 
affairs. He was a member 
Association, which he represented on 
Foreign Committee, was a member of the General 
Honorary Solicitor of the Education Aid Society, 
and was for thirty-two vears Treasurer of the Sonth London 
(Borough) Jewish Schools. For many years, almost since its 
inception, he was President, and subsequently Chairman, of the 
old Jewish Athletic Association which was mergeda few years ago 
into the Association for Jewish Youth. Ile was keenly interested 
in the Maceabeans. of which he was one of the original 
and. with the late Mr. Alfred Kalisch, organised the 
annual concerts of the Society, to which first-class professional 
artists contributed. The deceased was one of the early members of 
the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, and served on its Council. Outside 
his professional work, Mr. Lewis's great interest was music; and he 
was the chief organiser of the Centenary Concert in memory of 
Toachim, the famous violinist. He himself was a composer and a

Hie elder son, Frederick, has taken a 
musical degree at Cambridge University, and has inherited his 
father’s musical ability. The second son, Edward, is an architect. 
The funeral was on Wednesday, and a Memorial Service was held 
yesterday ‘Thursday’ at the Liberal Synagogue, St. John's Wood 
Road,

May I send a personal tribute to my old friend Harry Lewis. We went 
to University College School together and our friendship remained 
anbroken. His great musical gift showed itself early--I remember his 
playing the Moonlight Sonata at a‘school concert. Lewis was always 
ready to help people, especially musicians, English or foreign; he was 
well known and had influence in the musical workd. But it was not only 
what he did for people that made him popular ; it was his own personality 
that made those with whom he came into contact happier and _ jollier. 
He had a happiness that radiated and communicated itself to others. He 
was universally welcome. I have never heard an unkind word said of 
him. Andso his passing means a gap, not only in the circle of those 
nearest and dearest to him but in a wider circle, to whom his name will 
always recall a singularly warm and genial presence.

He 
finds fault with the school curricula and text books. He pours ridicule 
upon the preparations for Barmitzvah. The leaders have become 
laggards, utilitarian compromisers, instead of zealous fighters in a 
cause. “Insteal of teaching and preaching God so fervently and 
zealously as to imbue our pupils and our hearers with the 
heroic religions spirit of our fathers, we are unctuously bring 
ing out our ceremonial Genizah, seeking redemption in forms 
and practices that would be seorchingly condemned by the 
Bible Prophets. Instead of educating our children and adults 
in fundamental processes of religious uvfoldment, we re-invest 
the hat with magic, clothe the Barmitzvah with sanctity, 
animate Kashrut with salvation.’ And he goes on to cite one con. 
gregation in an Eastern State which, from its foundation more than 
halfacentury ago, had been Reform, but which recently became 
Conservative by the simple expedient of wearing hats during Divine 
Worship. He denounces what passes for adult Jewish education in 
most congregations as a sickening travesty. Most of the adult 
classes, he asserts, are nothing more than “ sublimated sewing 


circles. \nd so on. and so on! 


at may be that Orthodox Jews may draw some satisfac ion 

from bis statements. Ifso, they would be profoundly ill-advised 
Traditional Judaisin in America is in no better case. Of the two 
million Jews in Greater Now York, according to the Rabbi, not 25 
per cent. are “alliliated with the Synagogue. Of those that are 
few participate in public worship. For probably 75 per cent. 
of the entire Jewish population of the country “ Judaism is centred 
in the practice of wearing the hat in the Synagogue and on 
ceremonial occasions when Hebrew is part of the ritual, and 
in the observance of Kashrat in the home.

EST we. this tight little island, harbour a sense of mdifference 
or supertority in the presence of these American home 
truths, let us remember that we have little enough justification for 
such an attitude. For one thing, We cannot be indifferent to what 
goes on Inacommunity of over four million Jews. For another, the 
\inerican’ sttuation is more or less closely paratleled oul 
selves. Look at this picture of American Jewry,as the Rabbi paints 
it. and ask whether “ome of it is not familiar te us here, too 
‘* Never more than to-day were the issues that confront American 
israel so complex and confused, and the problems that face us so 
anarchical and distracting \t no time have American Jews been 
niore perplesetl; nor have they been so inadequately and ine Meiently 
prepared to cope with inner and outer chaos. We have many pro 
vyrammes, but no programme. Our. ideologies are ill-defined. 
We have leaders who darkly rend us asunder, but no leadership that 
directs us towards the sun. Orthodox Judaism continues. labouring 
under the impression that its mediszval heritage, cargoed across the 
waters, can be transplanted to grow loxuriantly on American soil and 
under American institutions. Conservative Judaism is at sea, driven 
hither and thither, too far from its anchorage to return to port and too 
fearful to drive on courageously to the haven of Liberalisin Reform 
Judaism is quite befogged, becalmed, un ertain of its direction and 
woefully artlesd to Steer a fearless course. The un synagogued are 
floating helpless! between the Scylla of racialism and the Charybdis 
of nationalism, battering now against one, now against the othes 
with no portin sight.” 
Rabbi Landman writes from the standpoint of an anti-Zionist, 
and with much. of what he writes I am in hearty dis 
agreement. He pleads, however, for the fusion of the various 
schools of religions thought, through Jewish religious education. 
How and whether that could be effected is a°matter for considera. 
ation and, aire probably, for controversy. But that some greater 
approach to co-operation between our Various religious parties is 
desirable, I have before now ventured to urge. 1 believe that facts 
and realities may even now be bringing it about here, as Rabbi 
Landman says they are doing in America. Ina time when all religion 
is in jeopardy, schools of one and the same religion may find it better 
to unite on the things on which they agree than fight on those on 


which they do not!

The Three Million Mark Agreement 


The emigration movement has taken a fresh turn with the 
announcement that the Palestine transfer arrangement for enabling 
Gierman Jews going to settle in Palestine to take with them sume 
up to three million marks, which created a great deal of controversy 
at the last Zionist Congress in Prague, has now been renewed for a 
further sum of three-and-a-half million marks. It may be as well 
to give the full text of this new agreement, which was issued by 
the Reich Currency Department and made public by the Palestine 
Kunigration Office in Berlin of the Jewish Agency for Palestine. 

Negotiations with the Jewish, g@drters concerned in the Palestine 
agreement (circular 54/33-1),” it says, “ have resulted in an arrange- 
ment to retain the regulation with regard to Special Account 1 for 
a further sum of 3! million Reich Marks. With regard to Special 
Account 2, negotiations are still in progress. Consents for payments 
into Special Account 2 are therefore not to be issued until further 
notice. In the same way as with emigration in general (per 
circular 8,34), the tense currency situation makes certain restrictions 
necesssry, in particular for emigration to Palestine. Since the 
requirement there to produce.a sum of £1,000 makes it essential to 
have considerable currency sums available, it is important that 
where there is a family of many members emigrating to Pales- 
tine the money should as far as possible be used only once. 1 
therefore order that consent for removing £1,000 in cash is to 
be refused if the Currency Office knows that the person who 
intends to emigrate is related to any person who has already 
emigrated to Palestine and has taken such a sum away. In such 
causes approval is to be tiven for a payinent of 15.000 Marks into 
Special Account 1 in the Reichbank. Such approval is not to be 
male dependent on the production of an immigration permit to 
Palestine, or proof of emigration. The Reichsbank Directorate is 
prepared In cases where such depositors produce a document from 
the Palestine Trust Corporation with regard to the accounts placed 
in Special Account I in accordance with circular 54/33, to leave the 
amount in Special Aecount 2 for months. If after the complete 
transference of the 15,000 Marks placed in Special Account 1 the 
amount is still short of the £1,000 required, transference should be

Official figures are now available of the number of doctors who 
emigrated from Germany last year, 
284 from Berlin. Of these Berlin doctors, 117 went to Palestine, 25 
to France, 22 to England, 13 each to Switzerland, Italy and Spain, 
ll each to Austria, Czechoslovakiaand Poland, and 9 to Scandinavia. 

In Chemnitz, which a year ago had ten Jewish physicians of 
national reputation, there is not a single Jewish doctor left anda 
specialist had recently to be brought from Berlin to attend toa 
Jewish patient.

Prison Tortures Go On 

The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN'S special correspondent reports tha’ 
tortures go on in the prisons quite as much as they did six months 
wo, Jews being marked for special ill-treatment. He says. that 
‘Prisoners are often made to stand on one spot for twelve hours o;) 
more. Sometimes a chalk Hne is drawn which they have to toe fo: 
all that time: sometimes they are made to stand with either foot in 
a bucket. The order ‘Severe Treatment’ Strenge Behandlung 
‘Must Stand’ ( Muss stehen’') is written on the doors of certain 
cells, which shows that the ill-treatment is systematic and not 
arbitrarily inflicted by irresponsible subordinates, The flogging 
are carried out chieflveby S.S. (Blackshirts), who are the auxiliari 
of the ‘ Secret State Police. The average number of strokes give. 
in one flogging is about fifty. One prisoner who was take) 
back to his cell after being maltreated was told by an S.S 
man that there was a rope and a hook in his cell—it has been 
fairly frequent practice of the S.S. and S.A, (Brownshirts) in th 
German prisons and concentration camps to encourage the suicide o| 
prisoners. The following incident is characteristic of the treat 
ment of political prisoners in Germany to-day. An official‘of th 
Gicheime Staatspolizei (Gestapo) happened to see a prisoner whos 
face bore the marks of ill-treatment (prisoners are not supposed to 
show such marks, toconceal which from other prisoners special pr 
cautions are taken}. He asked him, ‘What has happened to The 
prisoner replied, ‘Il have been beaten.” Thereupon the official strack 
him repeatedly and said, * Nobody is beaten here, and don't forge! 
it, vou scoundrel. ( Merke Dir, du Lump, bei. uns wird nicht 
geschlagén.) ‘The prisoner replied, “I thought vou wanted to know 
the truth-—all right, Uve just had a fall and hurt myself. 

There are still large numbers of Jews in concentration camps 
against whom no charge whatever has been brought. The Govern 


ment now appears to be anxious to get rid of them, for they are 


being told that if they can get Palestine immigration certificates 
they will be released. The Palestine office of Berlin bas received 
many applications from such prisoners. but it has not sufficient 
certificates at its disposal, and it is forced to refuse these. the most 
pathetic of all the petitions it has received. 

Mr. Teéling’s artic'esin THE TIMES (mentioned above) we: 
referred to by Mr. Leonard G. Montefiore on Sunday evening, when 
he addressed the Hampstead Ethical Society on “ The. Position o! 
the Jews in Germany. Mr, Teeling. saidthe lecturer, had stated 
that he had been informed that the atrocities practised against the 
Jews had been greatly exaggerated. Naturally it was not possibl 
for a German to speak the truth on this matter with impunity. — In 
the course of the discussion which followed it was asked whether » 
denent: had been published in Tur Times; and the lack of inform 
ative pamphlets in this country which might serve to give the fu! 
facts of the situation was deplored. 


Clumsy Nazi Propaganda 

From Mr. LEONARD MONTEFIORE, O.B.E. 

To the Editor of ‘THe Jrewtst CHRONICLE 
sik,--The German cruiser Karlsruhe" recently left German 
on « world cruise to show the flag and incidentally do a little pro 
paganda work. The first fruits of these efforts are reported in th: 
CourRiIEk MAIC of Brisbane. Although, as the paper states, it was 
necessary to make use of an interpreter in order “ to give the Com 
mander full opportunity to express finer shades of meaning,” vet 
even with this assistance, the conversation seems to have been 
restricted to the usual assurances of Herr Hitler's earnest desire fo: 
peace. In view of the telegram sent by Herr Hitler to the Potemp: 
murderers (veleased after the Nazi accession to power) the state 
ment, “Herr Hitler does not stand for violence, he will have nothing 
of this kind,” would appear to be somewhat exaggerated. However. 
let this pass, and even the equally surprising -remark that “not a 
single Jew who observed the laws of Germany had been ill-treated 
in any way.” Buta progagandist should avoid such a statement as 
‘Many Jews flocked into Germany after the War. They were not 
German Jews in the same way as Mr. Montagu Norman, Goyerno! 
of the Bank of England, and other fine Jews in London are English 
Jews.’ 

The gallant Commander should really get up his facts. Other- 
wise, people will think that the rest of his views and news are as 
grotesquely inaccurate as this particular piece of information.

Nearly 5CO people attended the fourteenth Annual Dinner and Ball 
of the Bethnal Green and Shoreditch Jewish Benevolent Society, held last 
Sunday evening at the Wharnc iffe Rooms, Marylebone Road. Mr. H. Hl. 
SILRERT, the President of the Society, presided 

The Society was founded in 1920, and its principal object 1s to 
distribute for the Passover, mat zos and groceries to the poor of the districts 
in which the tociety works: The income of the Society has steadily 
increased in the past thirteen years; in 1921 it was £146, and in 1935 the 
igure was £1,532. 

Mr. ALPRED DELL, the Honorary Secretary, presented a report of the 
work of the Society. He said that the Balance-sheet showed that they 
ended the vear with £279in hand, That balance had since been exhausted 
due tothe heavy demands made upon them since the end of last year. 
£401 was subscribed from the Bohemian Charities Association and on 
behalf of his colleagues he thanked the Association for their kind and 
substantial support. The number of families that received parcels of food 
at the Passover distribution last year was 1.768 and 178 families received 
rronetary assistance. From statistics that they had available they could 
average tive in a family, so that those present could have the satisfaction 
of knowing thatthe Society had helped nearly 10,000 of their co-religionists 
for the Passover. ‘Their activities did not stop there; for they continued 
to help, during the year, cases of distress brought to their notice. 

Sir Percy Bart., Hon. President of the Society, in 
proposing the toast of the President and Chairman, said that one thing 
Apr vied to him particularly in revara to Mr. Silbert’s work, and that 
was that he took an intetest in boys’ clubs. There was no better work 
than that, as he himself had started his public Work, many years age, 
Manager of a bovs’ club. 

Mr. H. H. SILBERT, responding, said that they helped their poor 
corcligionists before they appealed to the ordinary channels for relief.

Alv. Hlector Bolitho's collec tion of studies of twelve more or less 
contemporary Jews deserves general attention——not so much for the 
light which it throws upon its subject, which is commonplace, as 
for that reflected upon the authors, which is considerable. For Mr. 
Bolitho's collaborators (with one shadowy exception). are all non 
Jeu ish na fact responsible for one or two absurdities which could 
easily have been avoided. (e.g. the Editors ingenuous references 
to an edible which he calls atzen, ov Comm, Luigi Villari’s mis 
teading account of the origin of the Jewish communities of his own 
country.) It is interesting to see the selection of “ great Jews 
which appeals to this coteric. They ave the following: the firs! 
Lord Bearsted, Dsraeli, Ehrlich, Epstein, Freund, Luzzatti, Ludwig 
Mond. Proust, Rathenau, Reinhardt, Trotsky and Weizmann. There 
is not one in the whole group. be it noticed, excepting the last. 
mentioned, who has made any significant contribution to his own 
race, while a large proportion were not professing Jews. This, how 
ever. does not affect the manner in which they are regarded by the 
outside world, which lamps them together and considers any of! 
their exetic or unpopular characteristics as specifically Jewish. 

Mr. Bolitho, in his Preface. speaks facilely about “the quarre! 
hetween the Jews and the rest of civilisation.” It is the first time 
that the present reviewer has heard of its existence. He is familiar 
with the story of the martyrdom of the Jew in Europe: buta quarre! 
presumes a certain reciprocity of ill-feeling, for which no evidence 
exists. The Editon foes on to assert that Jews neither think no 
act within the comprehension of other people.” Almost immediately 
after comes an admirable sketch bv Mr. Hartley ‘Withers of 
the first Lord Bearsted, who shows up as a characteristicalls 
British tigure and one of the saviours of the country in the 
period 1914-1918 Mr. CG.

During the remaining fourteen years of the century the position 
of the Palestine Patriarchate declined. The successors of Jada III. 
appear to have been men of no significance; it would seem that 
Palestine Jewry was to he eclipsed by a sister Jewry. 

Such indeed was the case. The Jewish community which Ezra 
had left behind in what at that time was Babylon grew in numbers 
and importance, until in the third century the Jewry of Persia (for 
the Persian Empire had established itself in that area) became the 
cultural centre of the Jewish People. Babylonian Jewry was the 
mother of the Diaspora, to be succeeded in later ages by the Jewries 
of Spain, Germany, Poland and the English-speaking world. Baby- 
lonian Jewry had at its head the Resh Geluta, or Exilarch, for 
whose welfare Jews still offer prayer every Sabbath, and who if 
would seem enjoyed no little influence among the Jews of Babylon. 
Many of these went on pilgrimage to the Holy Land not only to 
satisfy their curiosity but to sit at the feet of the teachers in Israel 
who expounded the Torah. Many of the pilgrims returned to found 
academies of learning in their native land; two giants stand out 
in Babylonian Jewry in the third century—-AbbaArecha (died 
about 247) and his friend Mar Samuel (died about ten years later). 
The latter became Principal of a great Academy or College at 
Nehardea, the former at Sura. To Abba Arecha we owe Alenu, a 
prayer which expresses the noblest sentiments of religion and which 
has found a place in every Jewish Prayer Book, seeing that it is 
recited by Jews three times each day. To him, too, we owe the 
Musaph of Rosh Hashana, with its three divisions, and he was also 
author of the prayer announcing each month of the year. Abba 
Arecha, or Rab as he is called (perhaps to indicate his popularity), 
thus left his mark on Jewish Synagogal practice. His friend Samuel 
was responsible for the enunciation of that. principle which has 
guided Jews since then in their citizenship-—-that in all civil affairs 
Jews owe obedience to the law of the land (NIT NNIIDOO N35"). In 
any gallery of Jewish worthies both Rab and Samuel must find a 
place; they were among the glories of Jewish life in the third 
eentury of the common era.

COMMUNICATED 


\ mecting of the Executive Council of the Federation was held last 
week with Mr. J. Machower in the Chair. |Mr.-M. Sehalit, Treasurer, who 
has just returned from hussia, report don the economic position of the 
Jews in the Ukraine, and on the work which the Federation is carrying 
out on behalf of the needy Jewish population, He said that, although 
better than last year, the economic conditions of the Jews were still 
desperate ; and that was particularly the case in the smaller towns. The 
representatives of the Federation in’ Russia were doing splendid work in 
the provision of food for the destitute, but undoubtedly their relief 
activities could be greatly extended if more funds were available. 

Mr. A. M. Kaizer, General Secretary, reported on his recent tour of 
Central and Eastern Europe for the purpose of organising Passover re! ef 
collections on behalf of the suffering Jews in Russia. A special Committee, 
he said. had been formed in France under the Presidency of Baron. Alfred 
de Gunzbourg, and committees had also been. established in Poland, 
headed by the Rabbi of Lubavitch, avd in Vienna, under the leadership 
of the Chief Rabbi, Dr. Feuchtwang. <A lassover Kelief Campaizn 
will also be earried out in Belgium under the direction of Rabbi A. M. 
Amiel. Mr. Kaizer visited Germany, and said that German Jewry, not 
withstanding its own vital problems, would assist the Federation in ifs 
relief work in Russia during the Passover. Mr. Kaizer reported on the 
position ¢ f the refugees trom Germany in. Poland, who were in a t rriDie 
plight owing to the fact that the local r lief comfuittee hadi « xhausted its 
funds. 

Mr. J. Machower reported on his visit to Palestine, where a repre- 
sentative of the Federation had been appointed to stimulate local interest 
in the relief work being carried o.t on beh ilf of Russian JOWrY- 
It was reported that. during. the Jast: two tno! ths, the Federation, in 
addition to its usual monthly grants, had tra’ smitted 1,414 parcels of 
food to individuals in Russia, while 4 5 parcels of clothing had been des- 
patched to individuals in Poland, duty free.

Brodetsky Answers Waley Cohen 


Change in Nature of Jewish Problem 


Urgent Need for Discipline in Zionist Movement 


PERIL OF ORGANISATION BREAKING UP 

Professor S. Brodetsky addressed a large number of students on 
Sunday evening at Woburn House under the auspices of the Zionist 
Society of the University of London Jewish Union Society. Miss 
SHINE presided. Professor Brodetsky devoted his address particularly 
to the present position of the Zionist Organisation with special! 
reference to the multiplicity of parties which characterised it. He 
also alluded briefly to Mr. Herbert M. Loewe's recent letter on 
* Jewish Defeatism”’ in THE JewisH CHRONICLE and the statements 
in connection with Zionism and Palestine made by Sir Robert 
Watley Cohen and reported in this paper. 

Professor Bropersky, after dwelling on the position ol the 
Zionist Organisation externally-——in the sense of the attitude 
towards the ideal of Zionism in the world generally and in the 
Jewish world as it has shown itself in the last few months “—made 
his reference to Mr. Herbert Loewe's letter. He did not attac h too 
much importance, he said, to the statements made by Mr. Loewe the 
other dav, “ and it seems to me,” he added, “that the best possible 
suswer was given by Oxford students who wrote to THE Jewist 
CHRONICLE informing him that he really does not know the facts 
of the situation if he talks about equating Zionism with Hitlerism. 

But he considered that a much more serious thing was the 
BPces h of Sir Robert Walev Coben. in which various statements were 
made which were simply not justified by the facts. It was not true 
fo example, that Zionists as such did not take their place Ss 
eitizens inthe life of Great Brrtain. Large ntimbers of prominent 
Z10nists took their due shave as citizens of this country, and a state 
ment such as that made by Sir Robert was calculated only to do 
harm. With regard to the “secularisation of Anglo.Jewry.” and the 
statement that Jewish life should ,consist in the snfeguarding of 
traditional Judnism, be felt. inclined td ask Sir Robert which 
traditional Judaism he meant-—-whether it was the traditional 
Judaism of Sir Robert Walev Cohen, of the Chief Rabbi, of the 
Acudat Israel, or of those who thought that even the Agudat Israe! 
was not sufficiently traditional ”

” That is not the important thing,” declared Professor Brodetsky. 
“The important thing is that Sir Robert does not seem to have 
observed what is going on around him,'and that is that (there has 
been a complete change in the nature of the Jewish problent. ‘The 
Jewish problem to-day is no longer a problem of whether Jews are 
to be allowed to exercise their religion in safety. The real problem 
of Jewish life has gone over from the sphere of religion to that of 
economics. The non-Jews no longer want to convert us to 
Christianity. | Anti-Semites who adhere to the sort of policy which 
is represented by the German Goverument, want to reduce us to 
corpses and push us out-of economic life. They feel, though 
mistakenly, that by pushing Jews out of the economic life of their 
countries they will be lmproving the position of these countries. 
Pit to suggest in 1954 that the problem of Jewry is the problem of 
traditional Judaism means ignoring all that has happened in the 
last half-century. The attack,’ went on Professor Brodetsky, 
“upon the “aggressive nationalisin of Zionists’ leaves me very cold. 
Aggressive nationalism at the present moment is hardly a fault that 
can be placed at the door of the Jewisli people, and the problem of 
Zionism is not one associated with aggressive nationalism at all. In 
other words, we have these attacks upon Zionism and Zionist 
plilosophy combined with a certain amount of co-operation in the 
building up of Palestine or in the settling of German Jews in that 
country, and we Zionists should be warned against the assumption 
that, because there has been such an almost unanimous recognition of 
Palestine as the country to which Jews must go if they want to flee 
from persecution, that means that the Zionist philosophy and the 
Zionist ideal have conquered to the extent that some of us think 
tn fact, 1 rather imagine that we are now standing at the beginning 
of a new epoch in the history of Zionism, namely, a struggle with 
regard to the philosophy of Zionism. And [I tliink that that struggle 
has already shown itself in this country, and it will probabls 
become one of the features of Jewish life in the next few years. I 
do not look upon it as a calamity. On the contrary, | welcome it 
[think we Zionists have nothing to lose by it. We shall certain! 
win, and it will serve at the same time to put aconsiderable amount 
of spirit into Zionists who feel they would like to do eomething 
in addition to the regular practical work of the Movement. The 


best thing we can do is to try to convert those who do not ugree 
with us,” 


Irrelevant Partisanship 
The Zionist Organisation had allowed itself to develop on the 
lines of many different groups with slightly differing ideologies 
This division into parties had been going on so rapidly that it would 
be very difficult for anyone to undertake to give a complete list of 
them.

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MAIMONIDES AS A PHYSICIAN 


By Arnold and Maurice Sorsby 


The place that Moses ben Maimon holds in popular estimate is 
reflected in that proverbial saying which likens him to the greatest 
figure in Jewish history: “ From Moses unto Moses there arose none 
like Moses.” That place he holds not because of any single achieve- 
ment, nor because of unique achievements in any single field of 
activity, but for the sum total of his influence on his contemporaries 
and on posterity. The secular head of the community. its spiritual 
leader, its philosopher and its guide along the roads which perplexed 
his own and many subsequent generations, his life and work have 
become the subject of much fantastic exaggeration and legend. In 
particular does legend cluster around his activities as a physician. 
Inevitably so, for legend flourishes where facts are lacking, and though 
Hebrew learning hardly knows him as such, Maimonides was a great 
figure in Arabian medicine. The fate that befell Maimonides the 
physician i8. indeed characteristic of the indifference with which 
Hebrew scholarship treasured its medical achievements. This is an 
old story which goes back to Babylonian times, for we know from a 
reference in the Mishnah and in the Talmud. that books on medicine 
were part of the Talmud. and, apparently, they were lost early on. 
And, just as we have to rely for our knowledge of, Talmudical medicine 
on isolated and often obscure references, so knowledge of Maimonides 
the physician is preserved for us mm indirect manner. 

it is as a miracle monger that legend has preserved his fame as-a 

nysician. To this day the Cairo Synagogue where Maimonides held 

ourt is & sort of holy shrine tor the lo al ailing and maimed . they 

nealing by sleeping a night in the rather, unsanitary ruins. And 

in the ghettoes of Eastern Europe the story is often told of the dying 


patient to whom Maimonides could hold out no hope, and who, none 
the less, recovered by simple dietetic treatment obtained elsewhere ; 
when subsequently the patient called on the great physician who had 
been so grievously at fault, Maimonides expressed no surprise, but 
my inquired at what place he had been having his meals. This in- 
lormation- he passed on to the police with the additional intelligence 


i proved correct—that they, would find there the bodies of 


people who had been murdered. The legend explains that to 
Maimonides the cause of the patient's recovery was no secret; he 
kuew that only the drinking of human blood and the eating of human 
esh could alleviate the illness, and it was obvious to him that such 
treatment could only be given at a place where murder was a daily 
occurrence. 


Maimonides the physician, like the philosopher, was the antithesis 
il this mysticism and unreasoning worship. If he performed 
éulous cures. history knows not of them, and certainly would not 
‘re, for he would not rank high in the company of miracle mongers. 


li is precisely because his teaching and influence were in an opposite 
‘irection that his niche in the history of medicine is secure for all 
thy lf Maimonides cannot be described as a pathfinder in medicine, 


he will, nevertheless, be remembered as one who steadfastly kept to 
‘he high road at a time when mankind was blundering along blind 
allevs towards superstition. He is as much above his contemporaries 
a the one-eyed is above the blind. And in the kingdom of the blind 
‘he one-eyed is King. 

Born in Cordova in 1135, Maimonides was destined to pass his

le in the deepening twilight of the declining Arabian civilisation. At 
its height the Arabian Renaissance gave a rich promise, for not only 
had it saved and revived the moribund civilisation of the Ancient 
World, but it had shown vigour in exploring new paths. Yet it was 
but a promise and never the realisation of a blazing noon. The world’s 
debt to the Arabian Renaissance is not to be counted in the gold of 
Original] thought, but in the debased currency of the erpetuator. In 
medicine perhaps more than in most other subjects the Arabian was 4 
middleman, Arabian medicine did not gush forth a well of living waters, 
4 fountain sealed. _That well had dried up centuries: before. It had 
sparkled clear for about 1,000 years from the days of Hippocrates, 
with whom began rational medicine, in which events in disease were 
noted and co-ordinated in the same manner as in the study of other 
natural phenomena, The Greeks made medicine a naturalist study 
instead of a theological exercise ; indeed, it is from them that the 
‘erm physician, with its meaning of naturalist, 1s derived. It continued 
48 & study of natural events through the centuries of Greek a 
lectual supremacy in the ancient world. It wrought greatly not i y 
in Cos, but also in Alexandria and Rome. It was in Rome wit h Galen that 


it reached its zenith. Thereafter the eager quest after truth as revealed 
by observation declined with the decline of Rome. A lifeless tradition 
did indeed linger in the Eastern Roman Empire, and compilers like 


Onibasius did much to save the spirit of Greek medicine from utter 
extinction. But steadily and stealthily the priest was creeping back _ 


into medicine. Scanning the stars, invocations to competing gods and 
saints, charms and amulets all began to reappear. Once-again disease 
was not the expression of disturbed natural mfluences, the result of 
disorders of the body, but came to be regarded as the consequences of 
transgressions of the soul. And as the remains of the Roman Empire 
were becoming more disintegrated, mysticism and superstition came 
to dominate medicine more and more. Tradition was, indeed, not 
altogether discarded ; medicine still drew on Hippocrates and Galen, 


but it drew on the letter’ and not on the spirit, forgetting that the letter 
killeth, but the spirit giveth life. Mankind had to travel back a weary 


road to reach the supreme values of unfettered thought and eager search. 
If it Wasa left the Renaissance to tie men eouls with desires 
new intellectual! conquests, it is the lasting ac hie ve ment of the Arabians 


to have resuscitated clear thinking from the ruins of the old world. 
Arabian dominance may have been too short lived to have achieved 
the full gamut of clear thinking and new searching, but mankind remains 


its debtor for the lesser achievement, without which the greater nught 
never have come about. ,

Something like twenty-five treatises of varying length have been 
ascribed to Maimonides, but there is no evidence that more than nine 
are authentic, and of these only six are original contributions, in the 
wider sense of the word, the three others being more in the nature of 
text books. One of these three, the Compendium, is a frank compilation 
from Galen, whose writings had been rendered into Arabic in the 
ninth century in an unsatisfactory and verbose version. Maimonides’ 
work was an edited summary, devoid of any personal touch. A Com- 
mentary on the Aphorisms of Hippocrates is in the true tradition of 
his time. and of many centuries subsequently, for the Aphorisms were 
a sort of catechism of physicians. Maimonides’ commentary 1s of

are steeped in the tradition which their parents have created. The 
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significance in that it dares to question, to challenge, and to amplify. 
This attitude is still more in evidence in the tract known as the 
Aphorisms of Moses, essentially a critical essay on aphorisms from 
the classical literature. These three text books found a ready circula- 
tion, and were used ian authorities for centuries, Lucid style and 
their critical sense did much to commend them. 

His six original contributions are of uneven interest. A treatise 
On Poisons contains much that has stood the test of time, particularly 
in the clinical descriptions, but the treatment advocated is rather on 
the lines of the polypharmacy of Galen. Of minor significance are also 
the treatises on Asthma and on Cortus. Yet they deserve to be re- 
membered for their rational method of approach. There is no pandering 
to the supernatural ; they are written in the true Hippocratic manner. 


Observations are uncoloured by preconceived notions, and if they 


added little to existing knowledge, they served a great purpose in 
the fact that they were exercises in rational medicine. The same 


detached attitude, led to more permanent achievements in the treatises 


on the Regimen of Health. on Hamorrhoids and on the Explanation 


of Accidents. Wealing largely with questions of hygiene and diet, 
they register a distinct advance, both in thought and 1n_ boldness, 
on the contemporary ittitude. Characteristic of these writings 1s the 
passage in the last named—a book of advice to a Mohammedan prince 
—in which he explains his counsel to drink wine. He allows that he 
knows that such advice is contrary to the Mohammedan faith, but 
‘it is his duty as a physician to recommend that which he considers 
useful. _Therewith his duty ends, for it is for the patient to decide on 
the course he is to take: ‘ Medicine indicates what is useful and 
warns against the harmful, but does not force the use of the one nor 
punish for the use of the other Diplomacy may have dictated this 
passage, but it looks more Uk: a reflex of his rational outlook on 
medicine than a political subterfuge. 

[t was as a hygienist and dietician that Maimonides exerted his 
influence on succeeding generations Various Latin translations of 
aval schools of medicine. and 
late as the sixteenth century. his books were m wide use, whilst even 
in the eighteenth century Dirit Rabbi Moyses was a formula that was 
still to be found tn publications. If his influence was not as great as 
those of the greatest Arabians he nevertheless. be reckoned 
as a force that persisted for centuries His rational outlook had 
perhaps an even greater influence on Jewish physicians in suceeeding 
centuries, and Maimonides is in all probability responsible for much of 
the refusal of Jewisn physicians to drop back into the medicine of 
superstition. As the greatest of medieval Jewish physicians, he moulded 
the Jewish practice of medicine on the rational lines along which 
Jewish contributions were made 
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Infinitely significant as the writings of the doyen of Jey, 
medicine in the Middle Ages must have been to Jewish physicia; 
it must be recorded as a historical fact that no complete Hebroy 
version of his medical writings is available. In fact, a complete edj: joy 
is not available in any language. The original Arabic manuscripts of 
some are lost, and the works preserved by translations, in Hebi. 
and in mediwval Latin, are not always to be trusted. It is to the 
efforts of Steinschneider, and still more to the self-imposed life +c}, 
of Hermann Kroner, the Rabbi of Oberdorf-Bopfingen, that authey:)

[It is characteristic of the man that his last medical tract 
written. or dictated whilst on a sick bed. It served to answer 
questions of his roval patient, who was away ill from Cairo. Inde 
most of Maimonides’ original contributions served some such spec 


purpose, answering inquiries of constituting directions for nai 
individuals. 


In a world in which medicine was becoming almost synonym 
with mag and superstition, in which irrational treatment loon 
larger than dispasstonate clinical observation, anyone who stayed tr 
to the classical tradition belongs to the giants whose shoulders he: 
the sky suspended. And amongst the many Arabian writers who ke} 
true to the Hippocratic faith, Maimonides stands out bv the utte: 
ratronality of his outlook. If not a pathfinder in medicine, he was 
supreme architect.

Nevertheless, American Jewish educators have long since. de- 


parted from the theory that a genuine Jewish youth movement 


is possible. They accepted this fact with the realisation that any 


sort of Jewish education or pseudo youth movement must be insti- 
gated from within the offices of the communal organisations. 


Since 
the Jewish education of the youth has of necessity evolved from a 
parental responsibility to a duty of that part of the community 
which still retains some vestige of Jewish consciousness, the educa- 
tors have been forced to work against the grain, and they have 
been faced with an imposing task that becomes increasingly diffi- 
cult. They deserve the utmost sympathy, for invariably they derive 
most of their support from the Orthodox and Conservative. while 
the rich and powerful Reform element of Jews frown on any sort 
of a movement that purports to create an intensive Jewish spirit, 
more particularly if it be the nationalist: spirit.

There are to-day, in the United States, ten major Jewish yout! 
movements, ranging from the Avukah, the Students’ Zionis 
Organisation whose purpose is to foster the Zionist spirit amon 
the young men and women of the colleges. Similar to this mov 
ment is the Junior Hadassah, a miniature prototype of its mothe 
Hadassah, the Woman’s Zionist Organisation, while in the low: 
grades of age 1s Young Judea, a Zionist youth movement. simils 
to the Yourf’ Israel movement, except that the latter is primari! 
in orthodox organisation. Among the general youth movemen' 
may be hsted the Menorah, a cultural movement of universi' 
students, the Habonim, the junior movement affiliated tc t! 
Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations, the Aleph Zadek Alep! 
the jumor order of the Bnai Brith movement, the Young People’: 
League of the United Synagogue of America (Conservative), th: 
National Council of Jewish Juniors, and the Young Folk’s Temp 
Leagues (Reform). It will be the writer's aim to detail as close! 
as possible the objects of each movement. 

Among the youth movements that have growing in 
adultcy the foremost is, perhaps, the Menorah. It first sprang in' 
hfe in 1906, when a group of students founded the Menorah Societ" 
at Harvard University. These students were for the most par’ 
unmigrants from Eastern Europe, freethinking sons of orthodo> 
parents who gave themselves at once to the secular thought of tl 

They were not religious in the popular sense, bu' 
retained their fervour for spiritual values. They were very con 
scious of their racial or nationalistic interest to which they wished 
to give intellectual and idealistic expression. And so they banded 
together into a group for the study and advancement—more particu 
larly the latter—of Jewish ideals as a non-sectarian and non 
chauvinistic basis, stressing academic study above all and abso 
lutely untrammelled discussion, and inviting all students, whateve! 
their race or religion, to membership. While strengthening the 
cultural aspects of Judaism the Menorah Society did not dogmatis¢ 
or lay down any specific credo or way of life which the Jew must 


adopt. This was left to the personal thought and choice of each 
individual.

The founders of the movement lay claim that the Menorah idea 
and form of organisation was a spontaneous movement from the 
students themselves, and that it spread among students throughout 
the United States and Canada without stimulus or direction from 
the Jewish community at large. The first significant step in its 
advance was the forming of the Inter-collegiate Menorah Associa 
tion in 1913 by representatives of the then existing thirteen 
Menorah Societies. The movement soon extended to over seventy 
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leges and universities in the United States and Canada Two 
basic creative instruments issued from the Association, the Me 

coal established in 1915, which is, perhaps, the foremost Anglo- 
Jewish literary journal in America, and the Menorah Educational 
(Conference, @ body of scholars and teachers, established in 1918 
~pich marked the entrance of the Faculty into the movement to 
sode and stimulate the work of the Menorah Societies, to help 
oreate the necessary literature for the students and to encourage 
‘he inclusion of Jewish subjects in the regular-curricula of the 

oves and universities. 

The next Menorah development was the institution of the 
Menorah summer school which held session during the summers 
‘922 and 1923, but which has been forced time and again. ow ing 
. jack of funds, to suspend activity. Students from all parts of the 
sountry gather at the Summer Schoo!, some coming on scholarships 
provided by their local communities or by the Inter-collegiate 
Association, but most coming on their own accord. For a period 
of several weeks students and teachers go through regular courses. 
‘gminars, and discussions in Jewish history, literature. and 
contemporary problems. 

\t the present time, a Menorah Foundation is being contem 
In the meantime, the Board of Governors has just decided 
upon the incorporation of the Menorah Association with the 
‘lowing constituents: Inter-collegiate Menorah Association. the 
Menorah Educational Conference, the Menorah Journal, the 
Venorah Summer School, and, when endowed, the 
Foundation.

It was so constituted as to be 
directly affiliated to Senior Hadassah (then, as now, its sponsor), 
with the World Zionist Organisation and, indirectly, with the 
4ionist Organisation of America. Junior Hadassah’s first task 
was to adopt and maintain Palestine war orphans, and it pelinoted, 
in its first year, $14,000 towards this end. Its purpose soon change 
and its budget rose so that last year it sent $70,000 to anew 
In 1994 the organisation undertook the support and responsi 1] ity 
‘or Neier Shefeyah, a school in Samaria, Palestine. The ana 
of the school was moulded to. fit the needs of the immigrant os 
of Palestine who is to live in an agricultural environment. “ts 
educat’ ynal theories were fitted in the institution. Jumior 
alm 18 ‘to develop in N«ier Shefeyah a model home and school for 
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about one hundred children which will stress agriculture as well 
as Jewish cultural values and a modern scientific outlook. The 
school is constituted as a village where all the problems of a com- 
munity arise, from contracting for roads to tilling the soil. Upon 
graduation at about the age of sixteen these children are drawn 
off into various activities, according to their proclivities. 

Junior Hadassah has also undertaken a second project, the 
Nurses’ Training School of the Hadassah Medical Organisation in 
Jerusalem. The school has been conducted on modern scientific 
lines, which its new sponsors hope further to develop. 

Although not an intellectual or educational group, Junior 
Hadassah does possess, through its cultural activities, a deep sense 
of real values and a practical idealism. 

Young Judea has recently celebrated its twentieth anniversary 
as a movement of Jewish youth below the age of 18 years. It is 
a national movement comprising over 500 clubs in the majority 
or States in the country. The purposes of the organisation, as 
stated in a recent manual for Young Judeans, are the following: 
To foster a social environment which. makes for joy in Jewish 
living and for pleasurable association among Jewish boys and 
girls; to cultivate in the Jewish youth of America unfailing loyalty 
to America and to the Jewish people and its aspirations’; to re- 
awaken in the Jewish youth the ancient love of learning and to 
imbue them with a keen appreciation of the lasting values of the 
Hebrew language and literature; to bring them closer to the 
dramatic history of the Jewish people and its unique modern re- 
vival ; to cultivate in them habits of co-operation and service in the 
cause of Zionism and of the Jewish community generally. 

While in the larger cities, possessing more diverse opportunities 
for association, Young Judwa rallies only the distinctly Zionistic 
groups, in small communities it serves the larger purpose of 
uniting all groups of boys and girls who find pleasure in Jewish 
association and who have a yearning for creative self-expression 
within Jewish life. Educational emphasis is dominant in the pro- 
gramme of Young Judwa, though the social and even athletic in- 
terests of groups are not excluded. The value of the movement un- 
doubtedly hes in the introductory stimulus provided. to a more 
thorough Jewish education on the part of the boy or girl. A unique 
feature of the organisation is the club programmes provided im de 
picting the Various Jewish fétes and holy days. Other progratnumes 
centre around Jewish history, Jewish literature, and Palestine study. 

The notable publication of Young Judea has been the Young 
Judean Magazine, which has been an outstanding Jewish youth 
publication since 1909. In addition, a host of pamphlets, syllabi 
and other educational material have been published. They include 
briets for debates. dialogues, yames, — Handbook tor Young 
Judeweans,” festival programmes, festival stories, biographies, a sylla- 
bus on leadership training, lectures on Palestine, Palestine pro 
grammes, a volume of “ Poems for Young Judeans,” reading lists, 
summer programmes, tableaux and pamphlets, stories and plays. 

The trend of Young Judea is in the direction of laying greater 
emphasis than in the past upon activity that will help the Jewish 
boy and girl in the Jewish adjustment in America. Zionists are 
confing to realise the Importance of stressing the development 
of a more wholesome and more: creative Jewish life in the Dhias- 
pora, and more particularly in America Hence the organisation 
will strive to insure a greater Jewishness among American J: wish 
hoys and girls 

Young Israel is likewise a movement of young men and women, 
a movement that is essentially a religious: one. Founded some 
‘fourteen Vears ago by a small group of young men and women 
living on the East Side of New York, its growth has been steady 
and it has gained many new adherents from the ranks of the youth 
who were dissatisfied with the growth of assimilation in American

As an act of protest against. the prostitution of synagogal life, 
the members of Young Israel have created houses of worship into 
which genuine religious qualities have been properly integrated 
and from which commercialism has been eliminated. It has created 
an gsthet ic hackground Lo religious services. at has insisted on 
decorum, quiet dignity. and unosteutatious reverence a House of 
God. It has instituted eongregational singing in which all take 
part. It has done away with the auctioning of Alzyahs to the highest 
hidder. the sale of seats for the holy days, and other similar syna- 


gogue customs. | 
But Young Israel hes gone still further. It has led many 


thousands of young people to the ancient Jewish heritage of the 
Torah and Learning. It has instituted free Friday night lectures 
at services in which the outstanding leaders of Jewish thought and 
affairs have participated. Besides this, it has established in all 
ef its branches classes in Jewish history, Bible, and Talmud. 

At the present time Young Israel comprises about 35 branches. 
It receives meagre financial support from the rich Jews and relies 
mostly on its own strength. | 

We now come to the lesser youth organisations, some of which 
are affiliated to the better-known adult organisations. Of such 
is the Young People’s League of the United Synagogue of America 
which seeks to enrol the youth organisations of the synagogue in 
the cause of historic Judaism. It began in 1921 and now repre- 
sents more than 130 organisations. Its objects are to enlist the 
activity of the Jewish youth in the advancement of Traditional 
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Judaism by extending their knewledge of Judaism, deepening their 
devotion to its precepts and establishing closer relations between 


them and the synagogue; to foster a knowledge of Hebrew and 


to encourage an active interest in the Zionist cause. These aims 
it endeavours to accomplish through various pamphlets and publi- 
cations dealing with Jewish events. It issues “ guides” for Young 
People’s Friday evening and holy day services as well as a “ De- 
bating Manual” which has stimulated contests with some Jewish 
or ethical problem as the point of issue. There is a close tie be- 
tween the synagogues and the youth organisations. In many Con- 
servative synagogues representatives of the Young People’s League 
serve on Committees which deal with such problems as Jewish 
education, worship and observance. 

Similar youth organisations are affiliated.to the Union of 
Orthodox Congregations of America, chief of which is the Habonim, 
organised in 1928 in the High Schools of Greater New York. The 
chapters of Habonim meet weekly in the schools after school hours. 
Lectures are delivered on Jewish topics and study groups have 
heen formed. In several of the colleges, including Harvard Univer- 
sity, Collegiate Branches of the Union have been formed for the 
purpose of interesting the Jewish students in Orthodox Judaism. 
In addition to lectures and study circles, holy day celebrations 
are held. The Women’s Branch of the Union has organised a 
Hebrew Teacher's Training School for Girls in order to afford girls 
who have completed their Talmud studies an opportumity to 
continue their Jewish education. ; 

The Order of Aleph Zadik Aleph is a new youth movement 
affiliated to the International Order Bnai Brith. Its members, 
aged 16 to 21 years, are to be found in 76 Chapters throughout the 
United States and Canada. A.Z.A. aims to give the Jewish 
youth an understanding of Jewish history and Judaism ; to develop 
in him a sympathetic appreciation and love for his religion and his 
people ; and to inspire him with a desire to help and to serve his 
people and humanity. It has a varied, unique and interesting 
cultural programme. Debating and oratory on Jewish subjects are 
done on a national scale. Each year a tournament, which also 
includes basketball, is held. The organisation also sponsors a 
national essay contest on Jewish subjects. A national A.Z.A. 
Sabbath is held, on which occasion special A.Z.A. services are 
conducted in synagogues and temples. Jewish history is studied ; 
Jewish ceremonial! objects are exhibited ; radio programmes sponsored 
featuring Jewish music ; Jewish literature and art exhibited ; Jewish 
social and communal! effort studied. The A.Z.A. has pledged itself, 
too, to assist in the revival of the Hebrew language, and a study 
of Palestine is made. These activities are stimulated by the offer- 


ing of prizes to the boy who does the best piece of work in organs 
ing study circles and other methods of encouraging the Hebrew 
language ; a prize to the boy who does most to encourage attendance 
at the temple and synagogue; a prize to the boy who does the 
most constructive communal work in his own community; and } 
prize to the boy who most nearly approximates the ideal A.7. \ 
boy. 

The National Council of Jewish Juniors, an auxiliary of th: 
National Council of Jewish Women, has a three-fold purpose. 
namely, the furthering of interest in religion, philanthropy, civics. 
and education. It was founded in 1921 and its membership stretche, 
into some 90 sections, from Texas to Minnesota and from Vermo,: 
to Vancouver. The specific work of the Juniors depends upon t}) 
needs of their respective communities. Thus, in Boston, the majo; 
philanthropic interest is the furtherance of a home for convalese::: 
children ; in Philadelphia, the maintenance of a summer camp [>: 
girls and another for boys; in Chicago, directing the recreatio.a! 
activities of a summer camp for women and children sponsored |), 
the Council of Jewish Women, and maintaining a recreations’ 
centre during the winter for 12 to 16 year-old girls. In smaller 
cities philanthropic interests usually supplement those of esta! 
lished agencies. In the field of religion local activities vary from 
providing teachers for Sabbath school classes to sponsoring stud) 
groups in various phases of Jewish thought. No one special wing 
of Judaism is favoured more than the other. It extends a welcom 
to Reform, Conservative and Orthodox Jews, and seeks to find a 
common ground of understanding by the light of the tradition: 
from which they have all sprung. Other sections of the organis» 
tion devote themselves to promoting good citizenship in legislative 
halls and at the polls. Others improve their understanding o! 
current literature, the drama ‘or the graphic arts. The entire 
Council organisation participates in promoting the Hannah G 
Solom Scholarship Fund, which is dedicated to the training 0! 
young women in the field of professional social service. 

The Young Folks’ Temple Leagues is an organisation of League: 
in State and National groupings. It aims to devise ways and 
means of attaching young people to the Reform synagogue; | 
bridge the gap between’the high school grades of the religiou: 
school and adult groups of the congregation; to seek, through 
study groups, forums, inter-club and social activities, an under 
standing of the problems confronting Jewish youth in their rela 
tion to Jewish life; and to encourage young people to co-operate 
in furthering causes sponsored by their own temple, by the State 
and National Federations of Temple Sisterhoods, and the Unio: 
of American Hebrew Congregations. 


KAISER WILHELM, THE NAZIS, AND THE JEWS 
By Dr. D. Mowshowitch | 


To an outside observer of Germany in the state of its present 
Revolution the most striking fact was the method of shock ‘tactics 
employed in a series of sharp blows arranged to fall on the various 
unsuspecting opponents of the new regime. The blows were adminis- 
tered in such a way that none of the victims could be induced to think 
that theirs was only a later turn in a well-thought-out plan which was 
in process of being carried into effect. When the Nazis began with the 
foreign Jews, the native German Jews did not believe that they would 
be next. Whilst all the Jews were being dealt with the non-Jews (even 
avowed enemies of Hitler) acquiesced, as they were convinced that.what 
was being done to the Jews could and would never be done to “ true ”’ 
Germans. When jhe taken im hand the Social 
Democrats were still unsuspecting of the future that awaited them. 
Then their turn came, after which the Trades Unions were settled. It 
was aiter that that the Nazis belaboured the Nationalists, the Steel- 
Helmets, and the Catholics. At present they are engaged with what is 
left of non-Aryan in Protestant Christianity. Will the Nazis stop at 
that? Hardly, for even then the Jewish element will be far from having 
been eliminated from German life. Are there not the Reichswehr and 
the Nobility and, last but not least, the Imperial family itself? Every- 
body must have noticed that so far there has been no visible interferencé 
with the Army (the Reichswehr) and the so-called Aryan paragraph 
had no application there. The customary explanation is that too many 
of the officers of higher rank who belong to the nobility are not quite 
in order with regard to their ancestors—mainly mothers and grand- 
mothers, who were mostly daughters of rich Jewish merchants or 
financiers who had been married into the Aristocracy. That inter- 
marriage among the “upper classes’? of German Jewry, including the 
higher intellectual circles, was the fashionable thing is a known fact, 
but whilst the sons of the Jewish “ Aristocracy ’’ went into civil service 
and finance, their daughters moved into the higher circles of the Army 
and Diplomacy, whose representatives, if they were to be successful, 
needed good financial backing. 

It would seem, however, that the Nazis are gradually turning their 
attention to this corner of the German State-Machinery. General 
Baron von Hammerstein, the Chief of the Reichswehr, was removed 
from his post, it is alleged for the main reason that he wanted to keep 
the Army free from politics; in other words, he would not allow the 
Nazi politicians to tamper with the Reichswehr. The President, who is 
von Hammerstein’s personal friend and former military chief, could 
not save him, being obviously too little influential and generally too 
old to be able to resist the Nazi leaders effectively. All he and the War 
Minister, General von Blomberg, succeeded in achieving’ was to appoint

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Modern Hebrew for English Speakers

M. Naor: Practical Text-Book of the Hebrew Language (Divan: 

Jerusatem). 

The study of Hebrew has now become popular not only m 
circles which are Jewish-nationally conscious but also in others 
which have hitherto taken interest in Jewish national mani- 
festations. and I am inclined to think that there has never been 
a similar epoch in the History of Hebrew in the Diaspora. No 
wonder. therefore. that Hebrew text-books now appear so often, 
in as many languages as the Jewish Diaspora speaks. But it 1s 
not at all an easy task to compile a text-book for the study of 
Hebrew in a foreign language. The difficulty of transmitting 
through a non-Semitic medium characteristic rules and idiomatic 
forms peculiar in their Semitic spirit is very grave. This is a 
ceneral difficulty, but as far as.teaching Hebrew to English-speak- 
ing students is concerned the difficulty 1s still greater. Hebrew, 
lihe all other Semitic languages, is a highly grammatical language, 
methodical to the utmost, and from this point of view English 
is its very opposite. One has heard of an English schoolbey who, 
when asked what is “ Grammar,” replied: “An ancient school. 
subject essential for understanding Greek and Latin.” If that boy 
had known something about Hebrew he would undoubtedly have 
added “ and Hebrew.

We are told by modern educa 
tionists that if language teaching is to prove a success grammatical 
reasoning should be excluded when dealing with the subject-matter. 
Emphasis on accidence and syntax distracts the attention of the 
pupil from the subject and hampers progress. This very proper 
caution can he the necessity of systematic 
explanation of grammatical rules in Hebrew only by adoption of 
a system in which the teaching of grammar would be divorced from 
teaching text and conversation and treated as a separate subject.

On the other hand, when teaching grammar one point must not 
be overlooked, namely, that the rules should be definite and as 
simple as possible. The use of vague language or copious excep 
tions only weakens the effect which the rule ts intended to produce. 

Unfortunately, compilers of most of the current Hebrew text 
books took very hitle oft t} achievements of modern peda 
gogy. Their reading chapters usually represent an aggregation of 
isolated sentences odd in substance and often having no sense af 
all, their sole object being to illustrate a grammatical rule in view. 
But even then the grammar is examined unsystematically and in 
fragments. 

An attempt to introduce a better method in instructing Hebrew 
to English-speaking pupils has been recently made by M. Naor in 
his Practical Text-Book of the Hebrew 

The book. consists of two parts: (a) a Grammar comprising an

Having arranged the grammar in a separate set of lessons, the 
compiler was free to compile the Reader without being tied down 
to the necessity of plodding systematically through the grammatical 
rules. But, unfortunately, Naor has not been courageous e«nough 
to break with tradition, or at any rate he shares the opinion that 
it is easier to “digest’’ a short sentence, no matter its content, 
than a longish though attractive story. But the question is not. 
which is easier to karn, but which method produces a stronger and 
more lasting impression, and teaching experiments have long proved 


that the impression left by an isolated sentence is not of great 
value:

The Hebrew Reader contains stories, and even political articles, 
probably as an introduction to newspaper style, but is very poor 
in attractive stories taken from life in Palestine, which are of 
special value for the pupil outside Palestine. Picturesque descrip- 
tions of the life of the Halutzim have proved to be most valuable 
in attracting the pupil and absorbing his full attentior. A proper 
selection of reading matter is perhaps the most important factor 
on which the success of a language text-book depends. The enor- 
mous success of two Hebrew text-books recently published by 
Devir, Dr. Shargorodska’s and are the best 
examples.

« series of new immigration regulations 
making possible a freer entry into the Aygentine Which have just 
been published and will come into effect om March 7th. 

According to the new ruling, relatives of Argentine residents in 
(lass II will be accorded the same privileges formerly reserved for 
relatives in Class I. They will also be exempt from the usual 
immigration tax, which amounts to thirty-threé gold pesos. Class I, 
includes parents, children, husbands, wives, brothers and sisters 
of pérsons living here. Class II includes more distant relatives, 
such as uncles, aunts, nieces and nephews, brothers and sisters- 


in-law. Prospective. brides and bridegrooms will be required to 
pay the immigration tax at the Argentine Consulate in the 


country from which they are coming, the money to be refunded 
when marriage papers are issned to them here after their 
arrival. Immigrants who can show documents proving that they 
have already lived in the Argentine will also be permitted to enter 
without paying any fee. 

According to the new regulations, farm labourers who come on 
the affidavit of a colonisation society or can otherwise prove that 
they intend to engage in agriculture will enter tax free. It is hoped 
in the Argentine that the Ica and the Immigrant Aid Association 


will take advantage of the opportunity to bring in a number of 
Jewish colonists.

A Stravinsky Recital 


SOME BRILLIANT TECHNICAL WORK 
‘' is signifieant that the recital of Stravinsky's music given at 
‘he Qaeen's Hall on Tuesday evening consisted almost entirely o! 
“raugements, Stravinsky is primarily an orchestral and pianistic 
“onposer, and his “ Duo Concertante written in 1932, was the only 
‘tem in the programme that was written straight for the piano and 
’ ‘'ollu. Whether that is the reason why it was more effective than 
‘he Suite Italienne” which preceded it one hesitates to judge. Itis 
JUS’ AS likely to be because the “ Suite’ came at the beginning of his 
“o-classic” period, and the “Duo” much later in his develop- 
nent along this- road. “L'Histoire du Soldat” was originally 
Written even earlier than the “Suite,” in 1918, and is still 
‘‘tongly reminiscent of his richly orchestrated works of the 
War period. There is much more recognisable melody and 
‘ythim that is still largely built on the strongly accented rhythms 
\' dance and march. One greatly regretted that this work was 
Hresented only through the medium of the suite arrangement made 
for violin, clarinet and piano; for it needs tone-colour much more 
than the other works piayed.
